THE FORD MYSTERY 


Henry Ford is a long way from 
being the most interesting man ‘in 
the United States, yet nothing is 
more interesting than the regard the 
American people have for him. 
Chauncey Depew, for many years a 


keen observer of his fellow country- 
men, said the other day that he could 
not understand the feelings Ameri- 
cans had for Ford. He remarked, 
apropos of the Rockefeller gift of 
$150,000 for insulin experiments that 
John D. Rockefeller had given away 
half a billion dollars, and that there 
was not an office in the United States 
to which he could be elected by 
popular vote, while Ford, who had 
also devoted himself to money-making 
and had given away little or nothing, 
was being talked of as a candidate 
for the presidency. The Ex-Senator 
had in mind the attitude of the Ameri- 
j}can people to men of millions a few 
years ago, when to be rich seemed 
tantamount to being infamous, when 
Roosevelt was fulminating about 
“malefactors of great wealth,” and 
the papers and magazines were full 
of sensational stories of the plottings 
of the plutocrats to defeat the will of 
the American people in the various 
Legislatures and’ in Congress. The 
Standard Oil Company, whose name 
for generations was almost synony- 
mous with that of Rockefeller, was 
considered the archetype of big 
business crushing out competition. 
and exploiting the public. 

Not all the perfumes of Arabia 
could take the taint off the Rocke- 
feller money. The more he gave the 
more obviously he had taken what he 
should not have had. His princely 
benefactions were considered mere 
restitutions. When he dies he has 


[a better chance of being remembered |p 


as one of the rickest men in 

world than as the man who gave 
away more money wisely and char- 
itably than any other man who ever 
lived. His name will stand as that 
of a man who outstripped all his 
competitors in the rush for wealth. 
Henry Ford, who probably will die 
a richer man, is not unlikely to be 
remembered as an idealist, one to 
whom wealth came as by a stroke of 
luck. Even if he left not a dollar 
in his will for any public charity 
he would be recalled as a dreamer, 


who provided them with a 
means of transport that has come 
to be regarded as almost a necessary 
of modern existence. He is supposed 
|to be honest and without guile; his 
;commercial success is an indication 
that he has remarkable business 


of Americans who would make him 
president if they could, wholly 
oblivious of the fact that Mr. Ford} 
has yet to give the slightest indication 
that he knows the first thing about 
any public business, or would make 
a better President than any book- 
keeper out of his offices.

ALLIES HOLD GALLIPOLI 


Lausanne, June 29.—The evacua- 
tion of. Constantinople in the event 
of the signature of peace, but the 
maintenance of a contingent of for- 
eign troops, in Gallipoli as a guar- 
antee of the fulfilment of the treaty 
by Turkey, was said last night to be 
under consideration by the allied 
governments as one of the final con- 
ditions. 

The report caused consternation in 

Turkey and sent Ismet Pasha hurried- 
ly to consult with General Pelle, the 
French high commissioner, and Sir 
Horace Humboldt, head of British 
delegation, separately, 

Constantinople June 28.—The allies 
are again under the fire of the Turk- 
ish press, which since Monday have 
been instructed to adopt a warlike 
and menacing’ tone. All are un- 
animous that the conference har 
lasted long enough, and the Hakimet 
L’milis, Mustapha Kemal’s personal 
newspaper, says: “Our patience has 
come to an end. If we do not have 
positive results at the end of the week 
Ismet Pasha and the other Turkish 
delegates must leave Lausanne with- 
out further delay.” 

It is officially announced that the 
cabinet council has telegraphed Ismet 
Pasha.to settle nothing unless the 
Allies accept the Turkish point of 
view regarding the refunding of the 
pre-war debts and evacuation of 
Constantinople. 


PARLIAMENT PROROG UED 


Ottawa, June 30.—Canadian Press.) 
—Parliament was prorogued by the

governor-general this afternoon after 
session lasting exactly five months. 
The last hours were spent largely in 
conferences between senate leaders 
and the government. 

On the bill to amend the Canada 
Temperance Act so as to prohibit the 
private importation of liquor into 
British Columbia the house inclined 
to’ accept the senate amendment. In 
the senate this morning Senator 
Dandurand, government leader, moved 
that the.senate do not insist on its 
amendment, but his motion lost. And 
when the bill again came before the 
house this afternoon, once more the 
amendment was not accepted. The 
bill, therefore, is dropped. 


Ottawa, June 30.—(By Canadian 
Press.)—The work of the special com- 
mittee on redistribution was review- 
ed by the chairman, Hon. E. M. Mac- 
Donald, when the house resumed at 
ll o clock. 

Redistribution in each province, he 
said, had been taken up by sub-com- 
mittees, on which each of the three 
parliamentary groups were represent- 
ed. Progress had been made in Brit- 
ish Columbia, but considerable dif- 
ficulty had been experienced by the 
prairie province sub-committees, par- 
ticularly in Manitoba. In the mari- 
time provinces there had been strong 
claims for minimum representation 
Very little progress had been made 
with regard to Ontario, said Mr. Mac- 
Donald, and as the provincial elec- 
tions approached, the members were 
frequently absent and the possibility 
of settlement grew leg. The end of 
the session approaching tHe commit- 
tee met as a whole and decided to 


recommend. that the matter beheld 
over and the bill finally acted upon 
next year. 

Mr. MacDonald pointed out that on 
the last two occasions when a re- 
distribution followed upon the taking 
of the decennial census, the bill had 
not been passed any sooner than 
would be the case in this instance. 


The fear had been expressed that 
an election might occurr in the mean- 
time, working a hardship upon the’ 
provinces which are entitled to 
creased representation. Mr. MacDon- 
ald assured the house that there was 
no possibility of an election before 
next session. 

If by any possibility the govern- 
ment were defeated or wished to have 
an election, it was the plain duty of 
the governor-general to refuse 
agree to dissolution until after . the 
census had been taken and redistri- 
bution put through. 

Settle It Next Session 

He thought that the recommenda- 

tion of the committeee that the mat- 
ter be referred for settlement next 
session would be acceptable by the 
house. It would be possible for rep- 
resentatives of all parties to go over 
the situation and to come to parlia-:

TICKET THE CAMPERS NEW 
FOREST RULE 


The Government of New Brunswick | 
has issued a proclamation declaring 
that people entering the forests of! 
that Province until next November | 
must take out a license to do so. This | 
action brings New Brunswick into 
line with the Province of Quebec in 
providing an official check on people 
who visit forest country for the 
purpose of “travelling, camping, fish- 
ing, picnicking, or other purposes.” 
People who do so must first register 
with a local fire warden, game license 
vendor, or other official authorized | 
to issue permits under the law. 

This action is deemed necessary by 
the Government in order to prevent 
immense forest fire damage resulting 
from the carelessness or thoughtless- 
ness on the part of those entering the 
forest on pleasure bent. The adoption 
of the registration regulation is not 
an attempt by the Government to 
keep people out of the woods or to 
deprive the fisherman, camper, or 


hunter of his annual vacation. It is a 
regulation, it is pointed out, whereby 
each individual is reminded and en- 
couraged to be careful of fire when in 
the forest.
